Gifted Child Problems 
Discussed By Teachers 


life again last week at 
the School Committee, when Phil- 
lips U, Marsden appeared to dis- 
cuss problems associated with re- 
cognizing and teaching a gifted 
child. 

Taking part in the stimulating 
discussion were all elementary 
school principals, the high school 
headmaster, guidance director and 
several others. 

Members of the faculty agreed 
that the gifted child is recognized 
early in his school life and is 
watched, guided and challenged all 
the way through his school days 


here. 


The gifted child, it was ex- 
plained, may fall into two cate- 
gories — the one with special 


ability in one field, such as math- 
ematics, art, music, mechanics or 
athletics; or the one with a curious 
mind, adept in all fields. 

But what to do with them, once 
discovered, also is a_ problem. 
Bradlee School Principal Lionel 
Goulet explained there are three 
ways to handle the child: isolate 
him, or her, to do special work; 
create a group of gifted children to 
study together; or keep the child 
in his proper grade but so enrich 
his academic program that he will 
be continually challenged. 

The latter, all faculty members 
agreed, is now being done in the 
elementary grades and_ should
